Whereas. The Secretary of State of the State

of Oregon, baa notified me in writlngthat pursu-
ant to tbe provisions of an act entitled "An act
maklDgenective the Initiative and referendum
provisions of Section 1, Article IV. of the Consti
tution of the State of Oregon, and regulatingelections thereunder and providing penalties lor
violations or provirions or mis Act," approved
February 2ttb, 1903 there was duly filed in his
office on May 18th, 1903, a referendum petition
containing 6.312 xignatures properly attached
mereio, ana cerunea in accoraance with law or-

dering that House Bill Number 370, entitled an
"Act to appropriate money for the payment of
we expenses ot tne maintenance, repairs, im-
provements, equipment and current expenses ol
